This spirit, how- 
ever, soon gave way to the calmer pro- 
cesses of reason and to the resolve to 
investigate the facts and await ma- 
terial proof before forming a judgment 
as to the cause, the responsibility and, 
if the facts warranted, the remedy due. 
This course necessarily recommended 
itself from the outset to the executive 
for only in the light of a dispassion- 
ately ascertained certainty could it de- 
termine the nature and measure of its 
full duty in the matter. 

The usual procedure was followed, 
as in all cases of casualty or disaster to 
national vessels of any maritime state. 
A naval court of inquiry was at once 
organized, composed of officers well 
qualified by rank and practical exper- 
ience to discharge the onerous duty 
impoaed upon them. Aided by a strong 
force of wreckers and divers, the court 
proceeded to make a thorough investi- 
gation on the spot, employing every 
available means for the impartial and 
exact determination of the causes of 
explosion. Its operations have been 
conducted with the utmost delibera- 
tion and judgment, and while inde- 
pendently pursued, no source of infor- 
mation was neglected, aud the fullest 
opportunity waa allowed for a aimul- 
taneous investigation by the Spanish
